Gen. O’Meara, the railroads 
make the point that this statutory 
rate was repealed with others by the 
public service law and that the com­ 
mission alone now has authority to 
fix passenger rates in Missouri. 
« 
Attorney General Harker, 
in 
at­ 
tempting to uphold the beent statute, 
will allege that only the leg'’stature, 
under section 14, article 12, of the 
state constitution, is empowered to 
fix passenger rates. 
He will contend further th at when 
a maximum rate is fixed that only 
Hie legislature can permit more to be 
charged 
. This defense attacks di­ 
rectly the power of the public ser­ 
vice commission to permit railroads 
to charge more than 
the 
maxiniu 
fixed by statute. 
The supree court held in the Mis­ 
souri Southern case that the public 
service commission is empowered not 
only to reduce rates that are too high. 
hut to permit a railroad to charge in 
excess of the maximum rate if such 
is warranted. 
The point must, again 
be ruled upon in the O’Meara case 
against 
tho 
Missouri, 
Kansas 
& 
Texas.

nual output, is shown by facts and 
figres gathered in 1914 by the bureau 
of labor statistics from $ixty-six such 
factories in the state, which reveal 
that the 1913 output was worth $71,* 
415,711, as compared to a 1912 value 
of $52,300,245. 
The gain in value of 
output, 1913 over 1912, was $19,115,- 
466, or nearly 37 per rent. 
This information is im parted in a 
bureau 
of 
labor 
statistics bulletin 
covering “Boot and Shoe M anufactur­ 
ing. Missouri, 191*3,” given publicity 
today by• Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick. 
The further 
assertion 
is 
made that the 1913 output was a rec­ 
ord breaker for Missouri, the quanti- 
’, quality and value of the shoes 
turned out in these twelve m onths 
surpassing all

w ater 
m arks. 
Flit ii 1913, for value of an­ 
nual output. Missouri packing house 
products exceeded 
all 
other 
lines, 
with hoots and shoes holding second 
rank, hut the total value of the latter 
was far enough away not to seriously

ABSENCE OF MILK IN UDDER 


Suppression

Health, Debility, Emaciation or 
Without Any Cause. 


(By R. E. CALDW ELL, A ssistant in Milk 
Production, Purdue.") 
The absence of milk in the udder 
may result from ill health, debility, 
emaciation, chronic disease of the bag' 
wasting of the gland from previous 
disease, or insufficient food, but some­ 
times it will occur suddenly without 
any appreciable cause. The treatm ent 
will consist in removing the cause of 
the disease, feeding well on rich, al­ 
buminoid 
food 
made 
into 
warm 
mashes, and giving ounce doses oi 
aromatic carm inatives, like anise-seed 
fennel seed, etc. 
Rubbing and strip 
ping the udder are useful, and the ap­ 
plication of oil of lavender or of tu r­ 
pentine will som etim es succeed. 


Feeding Silage. 
The am ount of silage to feed a cow 
will depend upon the capacity of the 
animal to consume feed. She should 
be fed as much as she will clean up 
without waste when consumed along'* 
with her hay and grain. 
Raise or 
lower the am ount until the proper 
quantity 
is ascertained. 
Generally 
speaking, a good cow should be fed 
just short of the limit of her appe­ 
tite. 
If she refuses any of her feed 
it should be reduced at once.

important subjects of legislation. He 


discussed the relations of capital and 
labor at some length, pointing to the 
Colorado labor troubles as illustrat­ 
ing the failure of national and state 
governments to enact and enforce ef­ 
fective laws, and pointed to the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford I abroad 
scandal as an example of capital gone 
wrong iii the absence of proper gov­ 
ernmental control. 
Business, he asserted, is entitled to 
its profits, and we must learn to ac­ 
cept the principle of combinations of 
capital as of the highest economic 
value. 
But this acceptance, he in­ 
sisted, must carry with it a fair share 
of the profit to the employe. 
The in­ 
dustrial situation has greatly changed 
in the last twenty-five years, he said. 
for whereas at the beginning of the 
period mentioned only about 25 per 
cent of the people were employes; at 
this time, lie said, half of them live 
on their wages. 
He quoted “Dooley” 
iii illustration. 
“Jefferson was a good 
man,” said Dooley, “but he lived lie- 
fore the days of open plumbing.” 


Congressmen W ere in Error. 
Congressmen erred in defeating re­ 
form measures proposed by progress 
sives, the speaker asserted, mention­ 
ing the Murdock trust bills, the tariff 
commission bill, the federal employ­ 
ment bureau bill and the bill for the 
abolition of child labor, as measures 
which he said were blocked by oppo­ 
nents of the progressives. 
This 
opposition, 
he said, einpha 
sized “the need of our demand for a 
reform 
of 
the political machinery., 
notably the reform of the presidential 
nominating system. 
Expanding the 
labor theme, Col. Roosevelt said: 
“There must he full particination in 
the industry of the three big factors 
—adequate capital, successful man­ 
agement and highly paid and highly 
efficient labor. 
There must be full 
and ungrudging recognition of labor’s 
lights in industry, and on the other 
hand no less recognition by labor of 
its responsibility as to output and its 
share in the responsibility 
to 
the 
public for stability and peace in in­ 
dustry. 
“Not only must we now insist on 
certain types of legislation, but we 
must take the lead in educating the 
public, in educating our people as a 
whole because there can be no legis­ 
lation until we have an intelligent 
and aroused public opinion. 
Often 
the 
difficulties 
come not 3 0 much 
from a conflict between right and 
wrong as from conflict between one 
right and another. 
Both Sides Often in Wrong. 
“On the other hand we often have 
to face a situation in which both sides 
have done wrong, although one has 
done more wrong than the other. In 
such 
cases, 
government authorities 
should interfere, doing impartial jus­ 
tice to both, and exacting justice from 
both.” 
In relation to the latter, Col. Roose­ 
velt cited the case of conditions in 
Colorado in connection with the strike 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com­ 
pany. 
“These conditions” 
he 
asserted, 
are primarily due to our failure as a 
nation (following the failure of the 
people of Colorado as a state) to pro­ 
vide the kind of remedy and to adopt 
the kind of attitude that I advocate, 
and that all of us who feel as I do 
are endeavoring to bring home to the 
national conscience and to the na­ 
tional understanding. 
In the ease of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
we see the absolute negation of the 
principal of industrial democracy.” 
Col. Roosevelt declared the men re 
sponsible for the management of the 
company insist on their selfish and 
autocratic rights to manage the busi 
ness as they seem best and that it 
had been conducted exclusively for 
their profit without regard 
to 
the 
rights of the public 
or 
the 
wage 
workers. 
Referring to the violence accom 
panying the strike, ‘‘certainly on the

plover,” he declared: 


Put Down Violence by Law. 


“Such lawlessness and brutal vio­ 


lence must be put down by the strong 
hand of the law and obedience to the 
law, but must be exacted not as a fa­ 
vor but as a right. 


“Everyone should belong 
to 
the 
party of law and order. 
But there 
can be no permanent reign of law and 
order unless it is based on and re­ 
sults on the reign of justice. 
It is 
the duty of the state, the duty of the 
government to put down rioting, law­ 
lessness and violence, whether by the 
strike!s, or agents of the corpora­ 
tions. 


“The testimony taken before the 
congressional committee shows that 
the managers and stockholders of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company have 
not the slightest sense of their real 
obligations to their employes and to 
the community at large. 
This testi­ 
mony shows as clearly as th 3 expo­

York. New Haven and Hartford rail­ 
road the folly and worse than folly 
of those who believe that the*e must 
be no overseeing-ior as our enemies

Turn Laborer Into Capitalist. 
“We must turn the laborer into a 
capitalist, giving him a share in the 
profits and management of the in­ 
dustry. 
We must give, not nominally 
but genuinely, the wage workers the 
same right to combine which busi­ 
ness men obtain 
through 
corpora­ 
tions.” 
Col. Roosevelt, in touching on the 
tariff question, referred to the Ger 
man tariff commission as a “real non­ 
partisan business commission of con­ 
tinuing action concerned in business- 
ike fashion with the welfare of the 
wage worker and of the fanner no 
less than of the business men.” 
He 
asserted 
that 
it was “a reflection 
upon the good sense and ability of 
our political leaders that they do not 
now put through such a program.”

to Hebrews; not to teach faith in a 
ransom, but to convince men of their 
sinful state, and need of a ransom. And 
the substance of those commandments 
w’ns grandly epitomized by the illus­ 
trious founder of Christianity, iii the 
words: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all they heart, aud w’ith all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength;” and “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself” (Mark 
12:30,31).

Washington, Sept. 19.—A warning 
to alfalfa growers to avoid the use of 
I 
commercial Turkestan seed is con- j 
tained in Department Bulletin No. 138 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, which is shortly to be ’ 
issued under the title, “Commercial 
Turkestan Alfalfa Seed.’* 
Specialists of the department have 
been investigating the 
comparative 
merits of different kinds of alfalfa 
seeds and have reached the conclu­ 
sion that there is nothing to recom­ 
mend the Turkestan variety for gen­ 
eral use in this country. It is, they 
say, 
particularly 
unsuited 
to 
the 
humid climate of the east, which, as 
a matter of fact, uses most of the 
Turkestan seed imported 
into 
this 
country. This seed is also not suffi­ 
ciently hardy to warrant its general 
use in the upper Mississippi valley, 
where hardiness is an important fac­ 
tor. 
The investigators, however, are 
careful to distinguish between com­ 
mercial Turkestan alfalfa and special 
strains of hardy alfalfas that have 
been developed from certain intro­ 
ductions 
of seed from 
Turkestan. 
Valuable varieties of alfalfas unques­ 
tionably exist in Central Asia, hut 
these are at present only fitted for 
use in experimental work in breed­ 
ing. 
At the present time approximately 
one-fifth of the alfalfa seed used in 
the United States is 
imported. 
Of 
Ibis quantity practically all—95 per j 
cent in the 
last 
twelve 
months— 
Comes from Russian Turkestan. 
in
